Newton Patrol Division officers observed a vehicle involved in a traffic collision flee the scene of the accident. 
Officers followed the vehicle into a nearby alley, where it stopped, and three suspects fled on foot. One of the 
suspects produced a handgun, and an Officer-Involved Shooting occurred. That suspect was struck by the gunfire, 
and ultimately succumbed to his wounds and died at scene. 


A perimeter was established to locate the two outstanding suspects, and officers from Metropolitan Division’s 
Canine Unit responded to assist with the search. Both suspects were ultimately located and taken into custody. 
One of the suspects (Hernandez) received a bite to his left arm from a Department canine during the search. He 
was transported by rescue ambulance (RA) to a nearby hospital, where he was treated and cleared for booking. The 
other suspect was taken into custody without incident. 


A loaded handgun was recovered at scene. 


No officers were injured during the incident. 


Force Investigation Division (FID) detectives responded to the scene and are investigating this incident.
